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The Message

XCEPTING possibly his open stand for 


America's 
entry into 
the world court, 


President Coolidge's message to congress con- 
tained no surprises. It is interesting, perhaps, 
less because of what recommendations it con- 
tained than because it is the first revelation of 
himself by the new president, about whom there 
is a certain obscurity due to conservative mind 
and a noncommittal habit. 


We read the message more than once, seek- 


ing in it some elusive thing which seemed to 
distinguish it from the messages of other presi- 
dents. The distinguishing thing is an omission. 


To us the Cooiidge message is different in 


its entire lack of feeling. Hai'ding, classed as 
a conservative, could not refrain from the be- 
trayals of sentiment. The spark of hunianity 
was found brighter and more spontaneous in 
President Wilson, and in President Roosevelt 
it was a flame. His message tells us how the 
president thinks about certain things, but how 
he feels about them, if at all, remains a mys- 


tery-President Coolidge's message is 
unques- 


tionably conservative. 
We cannot fairly call 


it reactionary. It is courageous in some things, 
unless in these things it betokens a failure to 
understand the American masses. Its stand on 
the soldiers" bonus, railroads and agricultural 
welfare invites intra-party strife at a moment 
when, looking to the approaching 
campaign, 


most republican leaders want peace. 


President Coolidge's almost casual recom- 


mendation that America enter the world court 
seems the expression of a conviction in phrase- 
ology which almost promises not to press the 
issue. His comment on the control 
of coal 


prices gives some assurance that a public prob- 
lem almost amounting to an emergency will 
not be forgotten. He met the railroad situation 
rather better than had been expected, in that he 
urged compulsion in the matter of grouping 
railroads into large systems, in case the step 
was not taken at the volition of the railroads, 
and his suggestion that the entire freight tariff 
system of the country be revised contains some 
promise of better rates. In favoring improve- 
ment of inland waterways the president appeals 
strongly to the middle west, and he should get 
at least a draw decision on his taxation plan. 
Sentiment on the bonus, we believe, is against 
him. 


If its self-assurance carries a finality in- 


compatible with an open mind, at least the mes- 
sage challenges respectful attention. No one 
need doubt what the general character of the 
Cooiidge administration, should he be elected, 
would be. It would not be reactionary in the 
sense of an Aldrich or a Smoot. It would be 
conservative, very cautious, and its approach 
to liberal methods of handling new problems, 
and old problems that change from year to 
year, would be'conservative. 


German Relief 


IF La Crosse and La Crosse county are going to 
*do something substantial for the.relief of the 
German masses now subjected to conditions of 
want which menace life and threaten the de- 
velopment of the 
growing generation, some- 


thing must be said to lift the project upon a 
purely humanitarian plane, above the unhappy, 
conflicting emotions which accompanied 
the 


world war. The thing presents itself to us as 
a duty, an obligation which appeals to our com- 
mon love of childhood and motherhood, a pro- 
gress the inspiration #>f which must come from 
the soul of peace and defy the pit of war. 


Here are a few things which 
show that 


unity of mind among big men which we must 
have here in La Crosse county if we are to see 
straight and act nobly: 


Senator Irvine L. Lenroot has introduced 


in the senate a bill appropriating $20,000,000 
for relief of German sufferers. 


Senator Robert M. La Follette, now in a 


sick bed, and recently returned from Europe, 
tells America that German distress is so great 
that the penalty for neglecting 
it will fall, 


not upon Germany alone; but upon the white 
man's civilization. 


The national campaign to raise $10,000,000 


for German relief is headed by General Henry 


Allen, an American veteran of the world war, 
a patriot, whose duties in the occupied territory 
since the peace have exposed him to the full 
horrors of the situation there. 


In the mass, people turn less readily to the, 


succor of those with whom recently they have j 
been at war. It is not a matter of deliberate ill- 
will, or of vengeance. It is one of mental ad- 
justment. For years our minds were framed to 
beat Germany. There is an inertia about that. 
We could assist the Near East, the Russians and 
Japan by, turning slightly from our 
settled 


course. To aid Germany we must make a 
complete about face. It is not that we would 
be harsh to German children, underfed 
and 


underdeveloped, many of them dying slowly 
from want. We have been going so fast in the 
other direction that we just can't quickly get 
turned around to face the solemn truth. We 
are not at war with Germany. We have not 
been at war with Germany for years. We have 
a treaty of peace with Germany negotiated with 
good faith. Theoretically and in principle we 
harbor no bitterness. Read the 
following 


words from President Coolidge's message de- 
livered to congress on Thursday:

or egg at its base.

starchy food material surrounding the 
young plant, each

producing, ix single kernel. If any of 
the silks fail to receive pollen, or if 
for any other reason the ovules fail 
to develop there is a corresponding de- 
ficiency of kernels. 
The pollen that grows nt the top 


of the corn plant is very light and 
is ofton blown for n. distance of a 
half mile, the university investigators 
found. Therefore, the pollen on a corn 
plant has more- chance 
of reaching 


and fertilizing growing cobs of com 
on the same plant.

plant to insure pollen dropping on 
the cobs below, woll developed ears 
uro assured but because this is im- 
practicable in a corn field farmers 
must depend on pollen from one plant 
foiling on the cars of another plant 
to supply the necessary fertilization.
